Boston. Nov, 88.—A record breaking 
November blizzard 
swept 
over the 
greater portion of New En gimel Satur­ 
day night and yesterday completely de­ 
moralizing traffic of every deeariptioa, 
and well n*Kh ruralizing telegraphic 
and telephonic communication, while 
the northeast gale, coming on a high 
connie of titles, drove the sea fur beyond 
its usual limits and made n mark along 
S&oreexceedi-d only by the memorable 
hurricane of I Ho I. 
While the storm was heavies! in the 
southeastern jsurt of New England, the 
whole district was affected, aud experi­ 
enced a snowfall of from K to 84 inches. 
Fortunately the storm was herald .si 
sufficiently in advance by the weather 
bureau to detain mold of the coastwise 
shipping in safe harbors, but tie- warn- 
Ing was entirely unheeded and ignored 
by those on shore, with the result that 
nearly every one, especially the railroad* 
aud electric c©mp«m» s, wert* t aught 
nappiug 
and 
suffered 
ace* *rdinglv. 
There was not a railroad in New Eng­ 
land tim! was not more or lex* lits I up 
by the heavy fall of snow and the great 
drifts, and the roads running along the 
coast. Uke tho New York, New Hamp­ 
shire and Hartford, and the Boston and 
Maine, had the arith si difficulty of fre­ 
quent washouts in plat*-* exposed to the 
heavy seas. 
Trains north, ea*t, south and west 
were nearly all stalled early Saturday 
night, although one train from Bangor 
reached Lynn yesterday noun. and two j 
Chi*-ago trnius came into the city last ■ 
evening. 
In cities and towns dependent 
upon elt-«'trie cars service wa* even 
woran, for the* tin tup snow packed hard 
on the rads and held up even the heavy 
snow plows.

Snow fell throughout New York state. 
Tile fall in N ew York city, the w eather 
bureau reports, was about IO inches. 
Philadelphia, nine inches, Boston, si* 
incites Portland, Mo., four inches, Al­ 
bany, a little over an inch. 
In the greatest artery of business ac 
treaty of the country there were drifts 
on the sidewalks, through which the 
wayfarer plowed to his waist.

Philadelphia, N or. 28.—The blizzard ( 
w hich came out of the west reached this 
cit y Saturday and raged furiously yes­ 
terday. 
A* unexpected as it wa* violent 
it wrought great havoc not only here, ^ 
but throughout th© entire state. 
The 
snowfall reached a depth of over nine 
in* bes and the w ind a velocity of 45 
miles an hour. 
These figures are un- 
precedent**! in the November record ( 
and w as the w orst since the memorable 
blizzard of 1888. 
In this city traffic of every kind, as 
well as wire com m unication, w as crip­ 
pled. 
The suburban lines were brought 
to a complete standstill, w ith tne roads 
paled high w ith drifted snow. 
The 
country m ilk trains failed to get into 
tow n; no A tlantic City trains got aw ay 
from the city, and the m ain line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad was greatly de­ 
layed. 
Di*q niches from over the state say » 
w as the worst storm in years, tele­ 
graphic aud telephonic com m unications 
being greatly ham pered. 
The schooner. W illiam M. w ilson, 
from Philadelphia for N orfolk w ith a ^ 
cargo of coal, sprung a I-ak four aulos * 
south of Mute1 alkin lifesaving station 
H er signals w ere prom ptly answ ered, 
aud the guard* took off her crow of six , 
iueu.

Punishm ent For • M urder That W as Moro 
Crust Than Death. 
In 1801 a man died in the Catskills 
who had been condemned by one of the 
strangest sentences on record. 
Ralph 
Sutherland was bora in 1701 and lived 
in a stone house near Leeds. 
He was 
man of violent temper and morose dis 
position, shunned by his neighbors and 
generally disliked. 
Not being able to 
get an American servant, he imported 
Scotchwoman, aud, according to the 
uaage of the times, virtually held her 
in bondage until her passage monev 
had been refunded. 
Unable to endure any longer the rag 
ing temper of her master, tho girl ran 
away. 
Immediately upon discovering 
her absence the man set off in an angry 
chase upon his horse and soon overtook 
her. The poor woman never reached the 
house alive, and Sutherland was indict 
ed and arrested on thocharge of murder. 
At the trial he tried to prove that his 
horse had taken fright, ran away 
pitched him out of the saddle and dash 
cd the girl to death upon the rocks, bat 
the jury did not accept the defense, and 
Sutherland was sentenced to die upon 
the scaffold. 
Then came the plea of the insuffi 
ciency of circum stantial evidence and 
the efforts of influential relations. These 
so worked upon the court that the judge 
delayed the sentence of death until the 
prisoner should bo 99 years old. 
It was ordered that the culprit should 
be released on his own recognizance 
and that, pending the final execution of 
his sentence, he should keep a hangman’s 
noose about his neck and show himself 
before the judges of Catskill once a year 
to prove that he wore his badge of in 
famy and kept his crime in mind. 
It 
was a more cruel decision than the sen­ 
tence of immediate death would have 
been, but it was no doubt in harmony 
with the spirit of the times. 
Thus Ralph Sutherland lived. He a1 
ways lived alone. He seldom spoke. His 
rough, imperious manner had gone. 
Years followed years. 
At each session 
of the court the broken man came be­ 
fore the bar of justice aud silently 
showed the noose that circled his neck. 
At last his ninety-ninth year came, 
the time when the court had ordered 
that the utmost penalty of the law 
should be executed. For the last time 
the man tottered before the judge’s 
bench, but new judges had arisen in 
the land, new law s had been made, old 
crimes had been forgotten or forgiven, 
and there was none who would accuse 
him or execute sentence. Indeed the 
awful restriction that had bound his 
life so intimately to tho expiation of 
his crime was now legally removed. 
But the spirit of self punishment con­ 
tinued, and when Sutherland, after he 
had passed his hundredth year, was dis 
covered dead, alone in his house, his 
throat was found to be encircled by the 
rope which had been placed there nearly 
three-quarters of a century beforo.- 
Youth’s Companion.

There is no question that well au­ 
thenticated oases are on record where 
disastrous wrecks of railroad trains 
have been averted by almost seeming 
miracles. 
James E. White, general su­ 
perintendent of the railway mail service 
at Washington, relates the particulars 
of a remarkable jump of SB feet made 
by a locomotive. 
As Mr. W hite tells 
the story, it was on the 1st of Septem­ 
ber, 1892, when a New York and Chi­ 
cago mail train on the New York Cen­ 
tral, which was behind time and run­ 
ning at a very high rate of 
speed, 
reached New Hamburg, where a 28 foot 
draw of a bridge was open, wbioh open 
space it is claimed the engine cleared 
and landed safely on the main portion 
of tho bridge, the rest of the train go­ 
ing down through the opening. 
While 
the engine, it is said, made the leap of 
28 feet in safety, the engineer and fire­ 
men, not having time to jump, were 
both killed. John II. Cain, a postal 
clerk, was killed, and M. E. Towney, 
clerk in charge, was seriously injured, 
the other postal c U rks escaping unhurt. 
W hile nope cf the local railroad men 
knows of any locomotives that are as 
good jumpers as W hite's or that do the 
bounding jockey act, tome of them 
know of miraculous and hairbreadth es 
capes. Carlton Paris of the old Ohio and 
Mississippi for mairy years and more 
recently w ith the B. aud O. S. W. tells 
that he and Ed Swift a number of yearn 
ago were riding on a train over the 
Ohio and Big Sandy road when an ac 
oident was narrowly averted. 
But let 
Paris tell the story: 
“ The road was about the roughest at 
that time I had ever ridden over. There 
were only a few passengers on the train 
Swift and I were in the forward coach 
talking to the conductor when the soli­ 
tary sleeping car passenger came stag 
goring in aud said: ’Mr. Conductor, 
your road is so rough I can’t sleep in 
my berth. 
I have been pitched out of 
my berth twice in the last qnarter of 
an hour. There must be something the 
matter. ’ 
“ The conductor picked 
his lantern 
and said, ‘Come on, and I ’ll go back 
with yon and see w hat’* wrong.’ Swift 
and I sat whdte we weze talking, and 
very soon we saw that the belloord 
was being very violently pulled and the 
engineer was whistling for brakes. The 
train finally came to a standstill, and 
Swift and I kept oar seats and kept on 
talking. As, after five minntes or more, 
there were no signs of the train going 
ahead, we concluded to go back and see 
what was the cause of the delay. 
The conductor and trainmen were 
grouped about the sleeper w ith their 
lanterns, and we soon found oat that 
the sleeper had left the track and had 
been running over the ties for bow far 
we never knew. 
The night was pitch 
dark and it was raining very hank 
It 
took the men at least three hours to get 
the sleeper on the rails again. 
The 
wheels were very near the end of the 
ties, aud had the train gone IOO yards 
farther the sleeper woald have been off 
the ties and over a high embankment. 
Frank M artin of the Missouri, Kau 
aas and Texas said: 
I remember of a disastrous wreck 
being almost miraculously averted on 
the Memphis and Little Rock 
road 
along about 1888. A passenger train 
was traveling at a high rate of speed 
when the engine threw a piece of rail 
about three feet long out of the track. 
This piece of rail was thrown at least 
25 feet from the track. 
Strange as it 
seems, the tender, baggage car, coaches 
and sleepers went over this place where 
the rail was out and gained the rail 
again without one of the cars leaving 
the track except when the wheels went 
down on to the ties at one end of the 
broken rail, only to mount the rail 
again at the other end of the track. 
About all the inconvenience the pas 
sengera experienced was a slight shak­ 
ing.” 
Assistant General Passenger Agent 
Ryan said: 
“ I remember two instances when the 
lives of engineers and 
firemen were 
saved by a seeming intervention 
of 
Providence. 
A number of years ago a 
new trestle was being put in, and false 
works had been erected to permit of the 
temporary passage of trains. The work 
men had failed to put in some necessary 
bolts. 
The first train that came along 
was a freight. 
As soon as the engine 
struck the false work it gave way, and 
down went the engine 
The fall was 
one of 60 feet, and in falling the engine 
made a complete revolution and alight 
ed on the ground upon its wheels right 
side up, and the engineer and fireman 
both 
escaped 
injury, although they 
were probably pretty badly jarred by 


Th* lt# id W hich rn Cyclone Furnished s s 
Im p rom p tu T raveler, 
Christian Van den H arm er, fam iliar­ 
ly known in Celina, O., as Cyclone 
Johnny, is perhaps the only man living 
that enjoys the unique distinction of 
having ridden a cyclone astride a house 
door for a distance of over a quarter of 
a mile. 
This remarkable feat was per­ 
formed not as a m atter of choice, but 
perforce of necessity by the above nam­ 
ed person wb.«n tho oyelone swept across 
Celina in May, 1886. 
Cyclone Johnny’s description of the 
cyclone is graphic nnd thrilling. 
He 
was living at the time eight miles west 
of Celina, and on tho night of the cy­ 
clone he and Mr. Bryan’s family were 
watching the raging of tho storm in the 
west. The electric display was wonder­ 
ful, nnd to him it seemed as though the 
world was about to come to an end by 
fire. 
The flashes were so brilliant that 
the eyes could not withstand them. Tile 
family became alarmed and decided to 
go to the cellar for safety.
